Suit to Lower Tax Rates

Thirteen municipal officials, including four from Green- 
belt, have filed suit against Prince Georges County over the 
county’s action to freeze municipal property tax differentia] 
rates for the new fiscal year. The litigants hope to have the 
court declare the freeze invalid and order the rate reductions 
that would otherwise have occurred under the established 
formula. For nearly all municipal taxpayers, success by the 
litigants would mean lower property taxes for the fiscal year 









which began July 1. 
The litigation is being coordinated Asked about the city council’s involve- 
by the Prince Georges County Munici- ment, Mayor Antoinette Bram respon- 


pal Association (PGCMA), which 
will pay any costs to the litigants out 
of contributions by interested par- 
ties, according to Chris Pouler, Legis- 
lative Liasion for the association. 
"This is clearly a case of double 
taxation,” he said.” Municipal pro- 
perty taxpayers will benefit when 
we win the suit. 

Although PGCMA is an organi- 
zation of municipal governments 
that includes Greenbelt as a mem- 
ber, the lawsuit, if successful, will 
benefit individual taxpayers, not the 
municipalities. The tax differential 
was established to reduce county pro- 
perty tax rates for municipal resi- 
dents below those paid by property 
owners in unincorporated areas in 
recognition that the county funds a 
variety of urban services tothe unincor- 
porated areas that the municipali- 
ties fund within their borders. The 
specific services involved vary from 
municipality to municipality. How- 
ever, all municipalities perform 
street maintenance within their juris- 
dictions while the county maintains 
sub-division streets in unincor- 
porated areas. 

Under a complicated formula 
worked out between the munici- 
palities and the county government, 
the amount of the tax differential 
was to be increased in nearly all of 
the county's 28 municipalities. (The 
differential rate reduces the county 
property tax rate, therefore if the 
differential rate goes up, the tax rate 
goes down.) Greenbelt’s tax differen- 
tial would have gone from 38 to 46 
cents. However, as one of many 
measures toeliminate a budget short- 
fall, County Executive Wayne Curry 
proposed to freeze the differential at 
last year’s rates and the county 
council implemented legislation invok- 
ing the freeze.

ded, "We're doing it because it’s a 
class action suit for the benefit of the 
residents of Greenbelt. We do not 
think that CB-5 was legislation that 
was legal. For the sake of survival of 
municipal home rule, we feel that we 
have to do it. Council is united in 
this.” 

Although only four of the five council- 
members are now parties to the suit, 
Bram advised that all five would be 
parties as well as numerous officials 
from other municipalities when an 
addendum is filed. She also noted 
that both the PGCMA legal counsel 
and the Maryland Attorney 
General's office have rendered 
opinions favoring the municipalities. 

According to Robert Levan of 
Levan, Schimel, Belman and Abram- 
son, attorneys to the litigants, an 
early trial date is being sought for 
the suit, possibly early fall or sooner. 
Even so, municipal taxpayers will 
probably have to pay their current 
tax bills before a decision is reached. 
Levan indicates that if successful, 
the courts could order the county to 
refund the excess tax collected from 
municipal residents or provide some 
other means of rebate. 
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Child Escapes Injury 
As Pellet Breaks Glass

A two-year-old child strapped in a 
rear car seat, narrowly missed being 
injured when a pellet from a BB or 
pellet (CO2) gun broke a car window 
near the toddler. The incident occur- 
red at 2:30 p.m. on Monday, July 24, 
as the child’s aunt drove through the 
Co-op Supermarket parking lot. 
Luckily the window buckled out- 
ward. A nearby parked car was also 
a target of the shooter at about the 
same time. 

The ineident involving the child 
was an escalation of a series of epi- 
sodes in the parking lot over the past 
month. About six vehicles had win- 
dows broken out by someone 
apparently using a BB or pellet wea- 
pon. Police theorized the shots were 
coming fronGreenbelt Plaza, the red 
brick apartments that border the 
municipal parking lot behind the Co- 
op. A possible juvenile suspect has 
been identified by the police. 

Police Chief James Craze said 
“The crime involving an occupied 
vehicle) has moved from vandalism 
to an assault.” He also observed, 
“Incidents of this nature are usually 
committed by young people who unfor- 
tunately do not understand the serious- 
ness of their actions. The replace- 
ment of auto window glass is ex- 
pensive. It cannot be compared, 
however, to personal injury which 
nearly happened to a child in the 
most recent case.” 

Chief Craze stressed that “all 
parents with a BB gun or CO2 
weapon in their homes should regard 
them as weapons of destruction, as 
does the law. Therefore, close paren- 
tal supervision should be maintained 
over the use and storage of such an 
article.” 


City Programs Aim to Build 


Closer Citizen-Police Ties

With newspaper headlines screaming out gory incidents 
of crime and violence every day, public safety has undoubtedly 
become the top priority of the Greenbelt Community and of the 
elected officials. For the last three years, the city council has 
articulated public safety as its number one strategic goal for 


the city government. 


At the June conference of the 
Maryland Municipal League, City 
Manager, Daniel Hobbs and Police 
Chief James Craze presented paper, 
“Adopting a Strong Community 
Safety Procedure.” Recognizing this 
prime issue of public safety for the 
residents of Greenbelt, the police 
department began structuring an 
even stronger community policing 
program in 1992. It began with atten- 
dance at the Joint Police Executive 
Research Forum/International City 
Management Association (PERF/- 
ICMA) a two day training session on 
Community Policing. The City 
Manager, the Police Chief, his lieu- 
tenants, and a City councilmember 
attended the sessions. __ 

The Community Policing 
Program paves the way for a better 
communication between police and 
residents. Community Oriented 
‘Policing Services (COPS) aims at 
educating residents who in turn 
work in close coordination with 


police to drive crime out of the 
streets of Greenbelt. In addition this 
program often helps police to cut 
crime and violence at its very source. 
Recurrent problems such as spouse 
abuse, skipping school and traffic 
infractions may be solved with 
greater effectiveness by giving 
police officials enough authority to 
settle the problem amicably if 
possible and often with necessary 
follow ups. 

Stressing the importance of 
COPS, officer George Mathews of 
the Greenbelt Police Department 
says, "programs such as community 
breakfasts not only help in bringing 
the different segments of society to- 
gether but also helps them in joining 
forces for collectively fighting 
crime. They voice their concerns to 
police officials over muffins and 


bagels. It is the all important quality _ 


of life issue that is addressed over 
such meetings.”

GHI Yard Inspections 
Promote “Curb Appeal”

In beginning its yard inspection program in June, the 
Greenbelt Homes, Ine. (GHI) Board of Directors invited 
members to “join in a cooperative effort to enhance the 
appearance of the co-op community.” As of the July 20 board 
meeting, 486 GHI yards have been inspected and 340 citations 
issued for deficiencies or non-compliance with GHI 
regulations. 










The yard inspection program has 
created a controversy within the 
GHI membership; some members 
support the program while others do 
not. Many members have received 
citations, those who have passed the 
inspection have been thanked for 
their cooperation. 

Why Controversial? 

Why is the yard inspection pro- 
gram controversial? In part, it may 
reflect past leniency. Although the 
standards have existed for years, 
they have never before been 100% 








pose. GHI will arrange a payment 
plan upon request. 
Procedure 

Yard inspectors notify members of 
deficiencies by leaving a note on the 
member’s door. Except for over- 
grown grass, members are given 30 
days to make the necessary changes. 
Five days are given for grass cut- 
ting. After 30 days, GHI performs a 
second inspection. A follow up letter 
is then sent to the GHI member 
advising the member of the remain- 
ing deficiencies and the actions

enforced. Recognizing this, the 
board updated the standards and 
distributed them to members in 
May, as part of a special bulletin 
announcing the inspection program. 

The reaction of members has been 
mixed. Some feel that it is an in- 
vasion of their privacy. Each mem- 
ber has aright to perpetual use of the 
town house that that person lives in. 
However, the board points out that 
each member must adhere to the 
regulations in the Member's Hand- 
book in order to protect the interests 
of the corporation as a whole and its 
members. The Board of Directors 
and GHI management believes that 
it is in everyone’s interest to main- 
tain the yards. 

Distraught 

Several members indicated that 
the yard standards should have been 
enforced all along. One person was 
seen crying and distraught over how 
the deficiencies found in that mem- 
ber’s yard could be dealt with. 
Others seemed anxious. Complaints 
were expressed about the timeliness 
of the program. Some members 
chose to ljabor in the summer heat to 
prepare for the inspection. Others 
felt powerless over how they might 
deal with the deficiencies that they 
are required to corrrect. According 
to General Manager Gretchen 
Overdurff, GHI has designed the 
inspection program in a manner 
which allows members to take 
charge and maintain control over the 
cleanup and upkeep of their yards. 

For those who are unable to work 
on their lawns, shrubs, or hedges, or 
paint or repair their shed or fence 
due to the condition of their health, 
age, or handicap, GHI has a list of 
volunteers, and handyman and land- 
scape services. GHI’s Fee for Service 
program may be used for this pur- 


required to clear them. Approxi- 
mately 14 days after the follow-up 
letter, a second follow-up inspection 
will be conducted. If the problem 
still exists, the required work will be 
performed by GHI at the member's 
expense. Members are expected to 
properly care for their yards and 
keep them within the acceptable 
GHI standards at all times. 
Overdurff says that GHI is willing to 
work outa plan with an individual 
member to enable that person to 
bring the yard up to GHI standards. 
Any member may contact GHI to 
work out a time frame for getting 
much of the work done by the end of 
the summer before the fall rains set 
in. 
Benefits 

Overdurff indicated that the enforce- 
ment of yard standards accrues 
many benefits. Neat, clean and 
properly maintained yards, trees, 
shrubs, storage sheds and fences pro- 
vide “curb appeal.” This is ex- 
tremely important to the image of 
the community as a whole and to 
those members whoare trying to sel] 
their units. The general manager 
also stated that the GHI Resales 
Committee is 100% behind the inspee- 
tion program. “This program makes 
the original Greenbelt community 
more attractive. The program fos- 
ters membership participation, and 
it gives neighbors who normally live 
busy lives a chance to meet, work 
together, and help each other.” 
Overdurff proudly smiled and stated, 
“GHI's success with the yard inspec- 
tion program is unique; it shows 
what can happen when people work 
together. The Greenbelt community 
spirit is alive and well.”

Dorothy M. Gropp, 88, of Crescent 
Rd., died suddenly of heart failure at 
her home on July 18. A retired 
librarian with a career in the profes: 
sion spanning 74 years, she had lived 
in Greenbelt since 1971. 


Mrs. Gropp was born Dorothy Muriel 


Geddes in Wellington, KS, in 1907. 
She graduated from Kansas State 
Teachers College (now Emporia 
State University )in 1929, where she 
met her future husband, Arthur 
Eric Gropp, who also became a 
librarian. At that time, KSTC was 
the only institution west of the 
Mississippi offering undergraduate 
courses in library science. In 1980 
she received the Distinguished 
Alumnus Award from Emporia 
State Unviersity. 

In 1929 Mrs. Gropp took a position 
with McKenzie College in Sao Paulo, 
Brazil, where as cataloger she intro- 
duced modern library practices. Her 
program of studies became the 
model for library education in 
Brazil. Returning to the United 
States in 1932, she married and 
settled in New Orleans. She was 
associated with the Middle 
American Research Institute at 
Tulane University, where Mr. Gropp 
was the director of the MARI 
Library. They traveled extensively 
throughout Central America and the 
West Indies in the late 1930s, com- 
piling a comprehensive survey of 
libraries and archives published by 
the Institute. 

Mrs. Gropp accompanied her hus- 
band to Montevideo, Uruguay in 1942, 
where she educated and trained libra- 
rians in American cataloging prac- 
tices at the Unviersity of Montevideo 
School of Library Science, founded 
and directed by her husband. 

When they returned to the U.S. in 
1950, they came to Washington, D.C., 
where she took a position with a 
scientific publication of the American 


Meteorological Society. She retired | 


in 1971 as chief cataloguer. Mrs. 
Gropp then became cataloguer in the 
library of the National Council on 
the Aging where she continued train- 
ing new library personnel. She assumed 
the responsibilties as Acting Libra- 
rian from 1981 until her formal retire- 
ment in 1984. She continued her 
association with NCOA as a consul- 
tant and then volunteer until she left 
in 1992, at the age of 85, to care for 
her husband. 

_ Surviving are her husband Arthur 
Eric; daughter, Anne MeglisofWestway; 
grandson Andrew Meglis and wife 
Barbara of Acton, MA; grand- 
daughter Irene Meglis of Kingston, 
Ont, Canada; great-grandson Grant 
Withington Meglis, also of Acton, 
MA; one brother, Ray Geddes of 
Cape Coral; FL; and many nieces, 
nephews, great-nieces, great-nephews 
and friends. Three sisters .+ce- 
deceased her.

The title of Greenbelt Arts Center’s current play “Caught 


in the Villain’s Web” (or more sinned against than sinning), by | 


Herbert E. Swayne, isa giveaway. Immediately we think of a 
moustached villain swirling his cape and saying things like, 
"Gadzooks,” and, “Curses, I’m foiled,” and a beautiful young 
heroine saying, "Be still, my beating heart,” And that’s what 
we get. The play is a spoof-a tale of an evil villain and an 
innocent young girl, the kind audiences of silent movies 
seemed really to enjoy way back then. 


Now we know why -- because it’s 
fun to watch and fun to take part in. 
Yes, we said take part in. The 
audience is shown cue cards appro- 
priate to several characters -- oohs 
and ahs for the heroine, cheers for 
the hero and boos and hisses for the 
villain and encouraged to use them. 
Of course we don’t expect anyone to 
respond, especially not ourselves. 
And we are proved right, for awhile. 

But as the play progresses and the 
villain gets more evil and we begin tr 
feel more and more sympathy for the 
“innocent” heroine, we find that we, 
along with most of the audience, are 
treating them accordingly. In fact, 
in some cases, when villainy is at its 
peak, the boos and hisses from the 
audience get so loud that the cast has 
to speak louder in order to be heard. 
No one seems to mind. By that time 
almost everyone has gotten into the 
act, so to speak, and has suspended 
more conventional] ideas of what is 
acceptable behavior while watching 
a play and are just having fun. It 
seems just the thing to help us forget 
the hot, humid weather. We are all 
simply enjoying ourselves.

Public Safety 


(Continued from page ene) 


In the last three years since its 
inception, COPS has been working 
for a safer, healthier environment 
for the residents. The current COP 
Program includes: 

Crime Prevention 

Homeowner associations and 
other groups meet with police to 
discusss how neighborhood watch 
programs work and how they can 
successfully reduce the crime rate in 
an area by teaching residents what 
to look out for. 

Stop and Talk 

Police officers go out into the neigh- 
borhoods and talk to the residents. 
The police give valuable tips to resi- 
dents for recognizing criminal activi- 
ties. Residents are encouraged to 
contact the police whenever they 
notice suspicious behavior. 

Community Breakfasts 

Representatives from the police 
department invite area merchants 
and citizens groups, such as home- 
owners’s associations, clergy, and 
school principals to disuss over 
breakfast, their particular crime 
problems. Residents learn useful 
clues on how to avoid potential 
criminal activity and make their busi- 
nesses and neighborhoods less suscep- 
tible to crime. 

Citizen’s Academy 

This free, twelve week program is 
perhaps the most popular of all. It is 
designed to allow citizen volunteers 
to become more familiar with police 
practices and procedures. Guest 
speakers, practical demonstrations 
as well as field demonstrations give 
the participants a behind-the scenes 
view of the police department and 
the training received by police 
recruits. Both interesting and 
informative, this program incor- 
porates role reversals and brief demon- 
strations of accident reconstruction. 
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In the former the citizen switches 
roles with the police official to acquire 
a better appreciation of the police 
department’s efforts to provide safety. 

Community oriented policing is 
not designed to shift the responsi- 
bility of public safety solely onto the 
citizens, Officer Matthews is quick to 
add. "We don’t want citizens to think 
that COPS is a philosophical change 
intended to shift the responsibilities. 
In fact it is truly a program created 
to help the patrolling officers do 
their jobs with greater ease and preci- 
sion with the help and cooperation of 
the citizens. The officers will con- 
tinue to patrol the streets irrespec- 
tive of anything.” 

Greenbelt Police Substation 

Beltway Plaza, a 900,000 square 
foot shopping center in the city of 
Greenbelt, has signed an agreement 
to co-fund a substation. Asa result of 
this agreement, the city has added an 
additional officer to reach its current 
strength of 46 officers. Beltway Plaza 
has donated office space and utilities 
and also pays for half of the office’s 
furnishings, in addition to the of- 
ficer’s training. The officer is respon- 
sible for patrolling the shopping 
center and the area around it. In 
addition to patrolling in a cruiser, 
the officer is issued a bicycle, which 
is used outside the mall. 

Parking Enforcement Officer 

A new self supporting position was 
created in the Planning and Com- 
munity Development Department 
exclusively devoted to enforceing 
parking violations. This provides 
police officers with more time for 
higher priority activities.

The city, in cooperation with the 
Board of Education, has established

Amnesty for Illegal 
Childcare Providers 


The Child Care Administration at 
the Maryland Department of 
Human Resources is continuing its 
Amnesty Program to help unregi- 
stered family child care providers 
become registered providers. 

The Amnesty Program allows pro- 
viders to continue caring for 
children while completing the registra- 
tion process. 

"We know there are many people out 
there providing child care who may 
not be aware that the law requires 
them to be registered,” said 
Secretary Alvin C. Collins. "We want 
to let them know that their commit- 
ment to care for children is admir- 
able, but they must meet state regula- 
tions.” 

To be granted amnesty, partici- 
pants must enter into an agreement 
with the Child Care Administration, 
attend an orientation meeting, com- 
plete an application and complete 
the registration process within 12 
months. 

Maryland law makes providing 
illegal child carea misdemeanor punish- 
able by a fine of up to$1,000, and also 
provides for civil penalties up to 
$1,000 for each violation with a maxi- 
mum penalty of $5,000.
